there will be no 
wage cut on the roads for a year. 
2—Railroad executives have pro­ 
mised not to act arbitrarily in m at­ 
ters of wages and working 
condi­ 
tions but to submit all 
matters to 
tin1 Railroad Board.

I produce it at that figure.

I Some tanners are inclined to believe 
that the market wilt la* stronger dur­ 
in g th** coming spring and are mak­ 
ing preparations to hold their erop 
I until that time. Others point out that

M any farmers are feeding 
their 
coin erop this year. They point out 
that there is a possibility of 
realizing more than 39 cents 
if they Teed it to stock. Oth* 
niers are unable to do this . 
are not equipped to enter tie 
business on a large scale. Some fa r­ 
mers declare that the profit iii feed­ 
ing is very small inasmuch as there 
is so much more labor and expense 
involved, not to mention the risk of 
l o s s of the stock.
